Merchants Will Eadeavpr to Ship 
FreIg]it>"Bu8lae98. Alt. Over the^ 
City Paralyzed. 

The second week of tbe friegbt handlers' 
strike began with .20,000 men idle aad 
sbipping "at -a standstill. The railroad 
warehouses, ordinarily hives of industry, 
were almost as quleti so far as regular bus- 
Inesa was concerned. - At a distance from 
each warehouse was a company of pickets 
posted to keep freight from entering or 
leaving the .sheds. Nearer the depots 
were guards of police, on duty to protect 
tbe men in the warehouses and to quell any 
disturbances which might' arise, 
.; Gongs of non-union men brought into 
the city to take 'places of tbe strikers, 
loiinged about the. warehouses or in their 
cars with scarcely anything to do. 

Wholesale houses make particularly no 
attempt to send out freight or to receive. 
These big establishments were all bat clos- 
ed down, The strike has coat them hun- 
dreds of thousands dollars already and they 
stand to lose millions should tbe condttiont 
continue. The loss in wages to the strik- 
ing freight handlers and their sympathiz- 
ers, the teamsters, to the railroads and 
other lines of business is roughly estimated 
at considerably over $1,000,000 a day. The 
situation is admittedly very grave. 

.After four' of the railroads had made 
agreements with committees of their 
freight handlers to return to work Tuesday 
Mayor Harrison' asked for a stay of pro- 
ceedings, so that be might have an oppor- 
tunity orsettliog tbe difficulty. 

This move upset all calculations, nod, it 
ta believed, has added fresh nomplications. 
The freight handlers had practically agreed 
to accept the terms offered by the com- 
panies and officially declared the strike off, 
Albert Young, president of the Teamsters' 
National union, bad ordered all teamsters 
.back to work and it was believed the whole 
matter would be fettled. Moreover, mer- 
chants and large shippers had made- sr- 
langements to resume their business, which 
has been practically at a standstill for sev- 
eraUdays and the action of the mayor was 
criticised by m'any" of them as apolitical 
move; ' ' ' ' .

SpKiNOFrELD, III., July 15, 1902. 
Tbe past week baa crenerally been' favor- 
able for the growth of vegetation and'quito' 
favorable for carrying on seasonable far m-^ 
ing operationa; Showers occurred in tbo) 
early part of the week. Interrupting 'fartii: 
work to some extent, especially in .tbo' 
northern part of the state. During tbo* 
tatter part oE the week the weather was, 
fair and favorable for baying and boivest- 
ing, which have bean pushed rapidly. The. 
weather was warm at the begianing and 
end of the week and quite, cool in the 
middle of the week, but not so cool as. 
to retard the growth of vegetation mater-- 
iatly. As a rule tbe showers were light;to ' 
moderately heavy,* but in -aomo localities 
they were very heavy. "In the southerii^ 
part of the atate these raina were beneficial 
and crops generally show eontinued>im- 
provement. In a. few localities in tha'e>x- 
trame soutbero part of tbe state still more 
rain begins to be needed. In the northern ; 
district wheat aud rye harvest is. in pro-, 
greas, and a generally good yield is nrom- 
ised. In tbe central and southern districts ' 
these crops are being threshed. In the^ 
southern district the yield varies from poor 
to good, and in tbe central district' from . 
fair to very good. There bas, however,-- 
been some injury to tbegraln by sprouting ' 
in the ahock. Oat harvest is nearly com- 
pleted in tbe southern district aod la well 
advanced in the central district. In the 
Qortbem district tbe crop is nearly ready - 
to be harvested, and in a few localities har- 
vesting has begun. Though there bos been 
considerable damofre by lodging in. , tbe 
northern and central districts and in parts 
of the central district, in many localities 
tbe srop has recovered to a conaiderable ex- 
tent from tbe. Injurioud effects of previous 
heavy rain, and ■ a good average crop la 
promised. Com has .made good'.growtti. 
during tbe week, and is now generally 'in' 
fine condition and promises a large. yield. 
In soma locatitlea com on the bottom lands 
which were flooded Is in bad condition. 
Over a large part of the state the crop is 
quite free from weeds; but in many locali- 
ties. where rain prevented cultivatloh it:ia 
very weedy.

on^thc statute boohs. Almost In the 
same breath ho gave great praltte to At- 
torney General Knox as a man who tan 
bo depend(.>tl on to work for the adndn- 
istration of justice to rleh and poor atltte. 
The President was nddressluj: -'00,000 
people In tile great Fonrth of July cele- 
bration nt Seheuley's Park, near Pilt^t- 
btirg. Those who were within hcurin;; 
of hla wordff npplandcd theiu rannJIy, 
both for the praise of their fellow towns- 
man nnd for the di'daratiun of policy. 
The others took up the cheer, and sent It 
ringing in one great hurrah back to the 
city, four inlleH nwiiy. 

The ProMhlcnt's npeech was the cnlinl- 
nating uionieiit of tlic day's celuhratluns. 
as Indeed the President's preHeuco was 
the one center of Interest to u halt million 
people gathered there from all part*; of 
western Peniisylvatila. He was 'receiv- 
ed with a cannon sattite nnd with n great 
military parade of II.OuO inen,'~»t WhoHC 
bend he drove. 

His aildrcHs was n fine Fourtli of Jnly 
oration, even apart from the fact that 
It contained the words of the n.itlon's 
chief e.vocntive Issnwl authoritatively o" 
natloaal issues.. From a summing Up of 
the great nntinuiil periods of pat^l□tl^^n 
It pnHHeil to a diseiisNioii of llie Philippine 
and Cuban runeHtloiis^. and from tlietu to 
the topics of domestic iiiiln»>try. 

As to the Philippines, I*re»ident Itoose- 
veil congrutnlated thcv country on the 
pram iilgat ion of the ilet'lnrntlon extul)- 
llshlng peace nnd civil gurernnient, nnd 
predicted that Jf there were nny enihenf 
of luKarreetion left they would be iinJi.'k- 
ly stamped ont, Ot Cnhn he said llial 
while It was to he regretted that reci- 
procity had not already been given her, 
it could confidently he asserted th'nt the 
gift waa only delayed, and wutild surely 
come In the end. 

Of the Industrial problems he spoke at 
length, dwelling on the difilculty ot the 
probleina, the carae^tncss of past at- 
tcniptH to ei» force tlie slat tiles, and the 
certainly that while the present Attorney 
General reiiuiliietl In ollice jtistlec would 
he Inipnrllalty ailmluistered.

Principle of nrotlicrliDod. 

I'orhaps the most valuable lesson taucht 
by the civil w-ar ns regards our civil life, 
npart from tho Io^moub taught In military 
life, was tbnt ot brotherhood, of unity. 
Wherever 1 spcnk of men who have been 
In tho groat war, who bnvo bcea In the_, 
civil war, auch as thnt body thnt wc passed 
In the course at thcpruccssloa this morn- 
ing, I speak of men; who Imvo practically

1. to the weather bureau's 
weekly ■ a mm aryof crop'condltlons the 
oorttiern portions of the country cast of 
tho Rocky Mountains that auftercd' from 
low temperatures during the last half 'of 
June, with. th« exception of New Kng- 
land, have experienced more favorable 
^tempcraturcB, The MlBaouri and upper 
'MisvlEBtppl valloyff, lake region, middle 
Atlantic .States and New England, hare 
received abundant rains, which proved 
uniQvoral^lo In the Missouri and upper- 
MlBiUalppl valleys and portlomi of the. 
lake region and middle Atlantic States. 
Drouth continues with Increasing sever- 
ity over a Isrge part o^ the central sad 
east. gulf districts and ratals much need- 
ed In the South Atlontlc States, whert 
the week has been unusually warm, with 
showers over limited areas :only.' . 

Texas has -experienced n wejek'of Tcry 
favorable tcmperaturefl, 'Wlth- scattered 
showers and. more than usual cloudiness, 
conditions favorable to the conservation 
of the abitudiiut riilufftil of the prcvloiia 
"week. The Itbcky Mountain plateau and 
north Pacific coast districts have expe- 
rienced a week of remarkably low tem- 
peratures, with uuusual precipitation, 
mtich'ln the form of show, In thc.uoith- 
ern diBtrlcti' anil general frosts and freez- 
ing temperatures In Nevada and Utah, 
On the north Pacific coast the week waa 
too coordod ivet, .-but in Oullfornia tho 
condlrions. were ; generally favorable. 

Under highly favorable temperatures 
there SiQS. been a general Improvement in 
the condition of coru-throughout thcccn- 
tral valleya^ and the outlook for this crop 
in the principal corn Stntca is encourag- 
ing, although In the States of the Mis- 
souri .valley ,it:hflB; suffered considerably, 
from lack of cultivation, due to excessive 
molBturc. '~^- 

In.Kansos the bulk of the crop Is laid 
by'and mueh Is Bilking and earing. In 
Nebraska corn Is rather small, but Is 
growing nicely, blthough needing culti- 
vation, Three-fourths of the crop In 
Iowa Is well cultivated and In normal 
condition. Notwithstanding the . unfav- 
orable cITects of heavy rains In Missouri, 
the outlook in that State Is the best in 
years. In Arkonaas, Tennessee, thi 
Ohio valley aud the In lee region the gen- 
eral outlook la excellent. lu the Southern 
States a very poor crop Is Indicated pnd 
in portions of the ccntrctl gulf districts 
the early plaitfed is injured beyond re-' 
oorery. ' 

The unfavorable harvesting -weather of 
tlie previous weeks In the States of the 
lower Mlasonrr valley continued during 
the tost -week, although harvesting of 
winter wheat no^v Is practically llulshed 
in thot section. Sotnc damage to grain 
in shock and stack. Is reported from llMr 
nola, Misaourl nnd Nebroaka, Ilan'ost- 
tng has continued In the Ohio valley uu< 
der generally favorable conditions,' is 
practically (Inlslit'd over tho southern por- 
tion of the middle Allanllc States nnd 
baa begun In the lake region. On the 
north Pacific coast lodging Is extcnsiv.clr. 
reported nnd harvest will be later than 
usual, but the general outlook continues 
favorable, llnrvestlng continues under 
favorable conditions In California. 

Spring whcnt bns experienced no un- 
favorable conditions during the last week. 
The .outlook for this crop. is generally 
Tcry^promlslDg, 

IlarvcBtlng of oats Is In progress in 
tiic tower Missouri valley, Tcuocssec and 
the middle Atlantic States and the crop 
Is ripening In the Ohio valley, good yields 
being reported. In portions of the Mia- 
aonri a ad Ohio valleys and upper lake 
regipn considerable, lodging la. reported, 
but the gL'ueral condition of the crop is 
promising. 

With showera over locnl areas only and 
very high temperatures the cotton crop 
over much the' greater portion of the 
central and cOEtern districts of the eot- 
ton belt has deteriorated materially, es- 
pecially over the soutbern portion of the 
districts named, although considering the 
bIec of tho plant It is frultl&g well and 
ia generally clean. In Tennessee, ex- 
treme northern Mlsslaslppl, ' Arkansas, 
Missouri, 'Oklnhottia and Indian tcrrl 
'tory the crop continues in promising ion- 
dltion,. although it Is needing cultiva- 
tion, and making too' much< weed in por- 
tions of Arkbn'soBi . " 

la TexoB cotton shows ftirther Improve- 
ment and Is making good healthy growtli,

The Hood situation In lowals more 
serious. than- at any time in ten years. 
The Des Moinca, Iowa, llaceoon, Cedar 
a.nd Skunk liycra arc from seven to fif- 
teen feet above, low water mark and th« 
loTV lands are BUbmcrged, Hiindrcda ofT 
people have been. made hbmelcsa, Ncor 
Des Moines 200 persona have been com- 
pelled to abandon their homes and have 
Buffered loifs of horses, cattle and hogs. 
Truck gardeners have sulTcred the loss 
of crops of an estimated value of ?0,tK)0. 
Similar scenes wore reported at Mar- 
Bhnlltoirn and else where. 

Throughout the central section of the 
State rain fell steadily for twenty-four^ 
hours, the precipitation at lioouc and' 
Fort Dodge being reported .as nedrly 
four Inches, Itlvers rose rapidly and fill- 
ed with driftwood. Half of Exlra vTub 
inundated and 'Bnrry town was In similar 
-condition, Onawa experienced a rain al- 
most amounting to -a cloudburst. At 
MarshalttowQ the Iowa HVer renched Its 
highest point, and. numbers of waahouta 
delayed trains on the Northwestern and 
Great Western roads. 

As a result of a terrific storm south and 
west of Wnsecn, Minn., two members 
of -the family of Adnm^Bishman, Jr., 
were; killed. June 10 l^hillp UlsbmnD, 
^be son| was murdered in a wedding 
row nt Wilton. The younger brother, 
Adam, his two sisters and the hired man 
were in the basement of the large ham 
milking when the storm burst In all its 
fury; tlic barn was wrecked and the mass 
of farm modiinery and bay with which 
the upper fioors' were filled craahed upon 
them. One of the daughters was killed 
iuatantiy, and Adam was so crushed that 
ho died from his Injuries. The other 
.tyvo ocupauta' were rescued from sulTo- 
catlon after long hours of work by the 
neighbors. Eight horBen and six head of 
cattle were killed. 

Tiic Btorm caused more deet ruction, but 
so fur.as reported no other deaths occur- 
red. The damage was heavy around 
Wanda and at Fcrhnm the storm leveled 
a circus tent, which caught Sre from tho 
llghtB. Several people were burned and 
bruised, but no one was fatally Injured. 

A terrific rain arid electric storm swept 
over Peoria and the adjacent country 
In Illinois. Itnin fell In fioods foLSCv- 
cral hours, and the damage done Is great. 
The domnge to timothy and oats Is heavy, 
Several Inches of rainfall waa recorded. 
Aa a result of, the betiTy ralna a Lake 
Eric and Western east-houiid ' frciglit 
train went through a bridge nt Fnrnidule. 
The engino fell Into the creek and hall 
a dozen; cars were piled on it, 

A cloudburst In the upper BuBhKIll 
district of Northampton County, Pa,, did 
great, daningc, Charles Abel, a farmer, 
who with bis wife was returning from 
the field, was struck by lightning nnd 
killed.

President PowellStackhouBc was sce'n 
at the mouth of the mine and gave out 
the following statement:

Tho 
mine had been Inspected only three days 
ago and was pronounced In satisfactory 
condition. The cause Is yet Indefinite, 
but I believe it was caused by gaacscop- 
Ing from the fifth heading, which was 
closed and was not being worked because 
it contained gas, Into the sixth heading. 
DIsRHter In tlie "Klondike." 

The catastrophe occurred In the sectlou 
of the mine known among the miners as 
the' "Klondike." It la the sixth section 
west- of the south main heading and Is a 
mile and a half from the main entrance 
of the mine. 

There are two openings to the mine — 
one, the Weatmoiit, near tbc stone bridge 
of the Pennsylvania Itallroad, the other 
at Mill creek, four nillcK away. All the 
mines in the vicinity were closed as soon 
as news of the disaster got out, nnd their 
miners were at the scene of the explo- 
sion ready to help In the rescue work. 
The scenes at both openings of the mine 
were harrowing and Indescrlhable. 

T\ro miners who came out of the mine 
at tbc ^llll creek opening estimate about 
SOO of the imi mcu nt work in the Cam- 
bria drift got out nt that opening.

The men who escaped arc familiar wltb 
the mine. They have spent yeora work- 
ing In it. Otherwise they could never 
have reached tlic surface, Llghla were 
out 'and there waa no way for them tc 
find their way to the top he'd they not 
known the mine perfectly, 

John Hewlett at tbc time of the acci- 
dent was at second right, room sixteen, 
two miles back In the mines. Tbc ex- 
plosion, he said, was at right bIx, about 
400 yarda from where he was wotkliiK. 
"There were six of us together, and as 
soon as we beard the explosion we putted 
np atakca and got out as quick as poNsI- 
ble, Itichard Bennett was one of the 
men with. me. After Bennett got out 
be went back again. After the explosion 
we could not see our bnnda before us 
until we reached the main heoding. It 
appeared to be a amoky, stinky subatance, 
whether gas.or damp. I could not tell. . It 
waa terrible whatever It waa." 

Two young men who were at work in 
the "Klondike" when the explosion oc* 
currpd, escaped by way of an old and un- 
used' air' shaft; They were dizzy and 
tick with the awful damp when they 
were found, and after their recovery tboj 
told a horrible story of how they had 
crawled over the dead bodies of their 
comrades. They could not any how many 
are dead, hut from their talc it Ih almost 
certain tbnt there arc no ilving men ia 
the mine at the present time, Tom Fos- 
ter, a mine hos^, niid Powell Grifiltb, a 
fire boss, also escaped, and they tell the 
name horrible talc of tlie cntaatrophe.

With corn at 60 cents a bushel. oat8'45 
cents and bay $15 a ton dairy farmers re- 
peat the cry that tbere is no money in sup- 
plying the condensing factories with milk 
at tbe present pricee, says the Elgin News. 
Tbis last kick the farmers assert was pro- 
voked by tbe condensing factory manage- 
ment insistinRthat each farmer must sup- 
ply every can of milk contracted for. For 
the lost week it appears that many famers 
have fallen short several cans each day. 
This time of the year when the Chicago 
headquarters of the New York Condensed 
Milk company is demanding large quanti- 
ties of the bottled milk it is absolutely nec- 
essary for the local factory to enforce its 
contract in order to supply tbe demand. 

One farmer who lives west of this city, 
said he would be sued before alJotving his 
contract to b« enforced. He claim? there 
is no money dairyiog and tbat the only 
paying propositson is fattening of Ftecrs 
and hogs for tbe Chicago markets, which 
he proposes to do, J. Owen, a farmer in 
this township is reported to have cleared 
$.3,000 in hogs and steers last year. J, P, 
and J. L. Mason and Lester Teople are all 
extensively encaged in tbis line of business. 
They buy y earl inas in Chicago and bring 
them here to fatten on specially prepared 
feed. Steers cared for in thia way are faid 
to bring all the way from £87 to MOO. 
Oatman Bros, are feeding 100 steers at tbe 
farm near Pingree. 

Thomas Todd, who owns a fine 400 acre 
farm north of Elgin, says he is not buying 
any cows for dairy purposes but proposes 
to ao into fattening steers and hogs unless 
present milk prices are bettered. Other 
farmers claim that they receive offers every 
day to tell their surplus mitk to Chicago 
men who pay as high as SI .20 for a can of 
eight gallons. The shipping rate is IC 
cents a can. This nets the farmer £1.04. 

John Ferguson, a former Algonquin 
farmefpwbo is visiting here fromNebrEskn 
thinks little of dairying in his country. 
He owns 1000 acres ufiaml well stocked 
with cattle and bogs, — Hebron Tribune

They , conterted an obscure 
farmer-lad into a kingpftbeCbicagoBoard 
of Trade. They made his name one to con- 
jure with in grain circles, Farmer's > ido- 
lized him,'and had the utmost conOdencc- 
in bis predictions. ■' Fortune , smiltd upoii 
him for a considerable length of time. The 
idea prevailed among the inexperienced 
that Fbillips would smash all previous 
records; that bis "deal" would be the feiic-. 
cesfifut one; that his met hods'' were remark- 
ably clever and unprecedented, The corn- 
king triedhie band.in variODs waj'sj.he 
made a specialty of com; but dabbled also 
in wheat, oats and rye, • Ho made and lost 
money, and, in the end, 'it wae_ found that 
bis debits made considerable headway. 
Then bis foUowem began to kick and 
grumble; cbarees of bad faith and bad 
book-keeping were bandied about. The 
Board of Trade ordered an investiga- 
tion, but .Phillips found it as easy matter 
to extricate himself and to prove that he 
bad act«d entirely "on the square." The 
collapse of his "deals" had dispelled the 
old charm of his name and reputation, how- 
ever. Hia followers became few and fewer 
and, finally he resolvfnl to shake the duet 
of Chicago from oft his feet end betake 
himself to Wall street. It is to be supposed 
that, hereafter, he' will confine himsetf to 
stock and bond tfUnsactions, and leave 
grain markets alone. 

Yet, judging by bis late utterances, he 
stilt seems to be imbued with > the idea 
tbat prices of corn will remain^ high here- 
after, and that the low level baa been seen. 
In the New lork World be is quoted as 
follows : "1 am with the corn farmers es- 
pecially. I am with them because com 
cannot bat remain up. ReaBon?^- Well, 
2,000 million bushel e of com ore grown in 
this country. We export much, but mil- 
lions of bushels are expected which don^t 
count as corn. Fat, corn-fed cattle, for 
instance. Today there are over fifty dis- 
tinct products of com, and for many of 
those products there is a constant growing 
demand. Thousands of buehela of corn 
sent obroad come back to us every year in 
the shape of cases of 'olive' oil. Its better 
than tbe best olive oil. The finest sonps 
are now made from com oil, and in Chi*, 
cago an e£tnbl.i!;bi]ient is making vast quan- 
tities of smokeless gunpowder from com.' 
It is being put lo innumerable uses, and 
some of the products made from it bring 
very high prices. This constantly growing 
demand is going to keep the price up."-— ^ 

T cere is unquestionably, some truth in 
Phillips' remarks. That tbe demand for 
corn is widening is generally admitted, 
and it seems that it is widening more at 
home than abroad. The increasing domes- 
tic demand has resulted in a sharp rise in 
the price of the staple. Of course, manip- 
ulation and cornering methods have bad 
much to do with the advance in the post 
two years. The drouth of last year, with 
its consequent drain upon feeding supplies 
must also be taken into -consideration'. So 
far as exports arecoacemed. they have 
been the smallest for many years. Tbe 
high prices positively prohibited large for- 
eicn demand for our corn. If high prices 
are to prevail indefinitely, may we expect 
anenlargement of our market abroad again? 
That is the 'juestion. If we can goon rais-

With ovefy. freight line entering Chi- 
cago practically tied up, 0,000 out of .a 
total of 12,000 freight handlers on Btrike, 
whQlcsalo business at a staudBtlll and 
iuadrcda of special pollceincn gaardins 
freight sheds, Chicago Monday' felt a con- 
dition strongly la keeping' with the. great 
taHruad strike of 1804. 

Pursuant to their decision of Bundnj 
thcofilcers of the Interior Freight Hand- 
lers' and -WnrchouBcmcn's Unlouj .finding 
their demands for higher wagea and hap- 
pier hours Ignored by the managers of 
the twenty-six roads centering In Ohl- 
cago, declared a strike effective Mondny 
morning nnd at a. m. every union mem- 
ber quit work. 

The men demanded Increoaed wages for 
different classes of workers In. the union 
and recognition of thcilr organlEntlon, Tha 
general roaringcr of the railronde tottdc.a 
counter proposition cmbrnciog noii-rccog- 
nltlon of the unioa and n scale o( wngas 
lower than that proposed by the workers. 
The rep>y of the. men to this wins the or- 
der to strike. The railroads decline to 
iubmit tit* differences tto arbitration .and 
refuse to deal as a unit wltU the .uulon. 
Each road Insists upon dealing In Its own 
way with its own men. The strikers 
■ay they are willing to waive recognition 
of the -union and are-wililng that each 
road shall deal with Its own employes, 
but they Insist that each road shall pay 
its men the union scale of wages. As 
toon as a road agrees to pay the union 
scale the strike- will be declared off on 
that particular^ line, 

As soon as the strike was declared the 
railroad managers began bringing In hun- 
dreds of outside" men, nil of whom are 
housed and fed in cars which are guard- 
ed by fipeclnl nnd city policemen. 

Strike CauHca Widespread Loasea. 

The sudden suspension of customary 
operations by the freight handlera occa- 
sioned widespread trouble In nnd about 
the various railroad warehousee and de- 
pots. By noon the shlp|)lng Interests of 
the city were prncUcnlly paralyzed, and 
the wholesale kouses were boinbardlng 
the railroad agciits with qucattona.' Police 
■were massed about the various freight 
houses, and the big doors of the long 
railroad sheds were dropped down, whllo 
the striking worklngmen gathered on the 
corners or hurried over to union head- 
qunrtera to await develop mentir. 

Hundreds of henvllrloudcd trucks from 
wholesale houses all over the city were 
dragged np the inclines to the freight 
house doors, and there was a blockado 
before It came to bo generally known 
that the war of the freight handlers for 
tncrea'sed wages and uuJon recognition 
had bceu Inaugurated, The pickets and 
their sympathiKcrs surrounded each itcw 
arrival In the long lines of wagons. end 
urged the'drivera not to deliver gooda-to 
non-union workers In the freight houses. 
They received assurances from practically 
everyone they appronchcd that ' their 
■wishes would be rcspcctc^, but ' their 
*rorkwn3 almost unnecessary, since there 
was not one of the bouses In .that tier 
of railroad shipping Quarters that was 
making any effort to take Id anything lu 
the way.ot freight. - ~ 

One thousand men from the UIIdoIs 
Central and the Mlcbtgan Central rall- 
Tonds Jolaed- forces witlt the workers who 
filed out of the. Wisconsin Central. build- 
ings, and they marched through tho 
downtown streets. A halt was called on 
the lake front and leTcral speaker* 
mounted to the platform i;^ s. wagon and 
harangued the big gathering, urging them 
to keep cool nnd do fiothlog to pr&clpltato 
a clash with the police.

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UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 



Increase la tbe Number of Tlioaa Who 
Are Belnic Ueported> 

There has been an Increase In the num- 
ber of undesirable ImDilgranls coming to 
this country within the last two months, 
in consequence the number of deporta- 
tions by the bureau of immigration at 
New York port has greatly increased. 
Lost year 1,011 were deported In May 
and Juuc. Since JIny 1-thla year tho 
number Cii deportations has been 1,742. 

The Immigration ofDcinla have obserr- 
fd that there arc more oged persona 
among the Immigrants tluin formerly. 
The ItHirensc has been especially notice- 
able within the last two months. The 
average Italian, as he maturca rapidly, 
becomes Infirm earlier than most other 
races which are sending Immigrants to' 
this country, and he Is past hla prime at 
the age ot 45. Not only Is Italy sending 
a larger number of immlgranta than any 
other country,' hut she is sending a' larger 
percentage of Illiterate Immigrants, Mou 
than halt of thoso who are coming Jicre 
are unnhle to rend and write. The Imml- 
srntlon from Italy Is.now being augment- 
ed hy' many persona who' have passed the 
age of 45. Not only Illiterate, but poorly 
fitted to earn their living, as they must 
by manual inbor, they are IJkeiy to he- 
come public charges'. 

One of the grounds on which an Immi- 
grant may be deported Is the danger of 
becoming a. public charge. Within the 
last eleven months 10,013 persons over 40 
years of ngeimve arrived at New York 
from Italy. Of the 2,223 deported w'ltU- 
In that period on the ground that they 
were likely to become public charges, 
1,{>81 W'cro Italians, A comparison of 
the. number of immigrants deported In 
May aiid June of last year and in those 
months this ycnr will Indicate In sonic 
measure the Increase In the number of 
aged immigrants, Last year during this 
period the number of deportations on this 
ground was 811, 'JTIiIs year thus far the 
nnmber has been l,t>4S. 

The reason assigned by some is the un- 
exampled prosperity of the country, nnd 
a belief In Italy thai almost any one can 
get work regardless of his physical con- 
dition. : -

bishop of Chicago a corporation sole, and 
Clic privilege has been of great bcnciit to 
the Catholics of the archdiocese. ' The 
archbishop's luveatmeuta were Invaria- 
bly prudent, and the wealth of the organi- 
sation haa ateadlly grown, - Personally 
tho late archbishop -n-as poor, and he icrt 
Tcry little property to bis refHirrcJ'.

Late Saturday afternoon longshoremen 
employed by the lake transportation com- 
panies joined the strikers. They organ- 
ized only recently ond consequently n'ot 
all of the men quit Work. One hundred 
BWltobmcn nlliliated -with the Brother- 
hood of Itallr'oud Trainnton also Joined 
tho striUofs, Freight arriving on boats 
remained upon them or lay in tlie sheds 
nlong the liver. Teamsters xefused to 
visit the docks and the lake freight trans- 
portation was effectually tied up. 

Tho conditions were brought nbout by 
tbe refusal of the railroad companies to 
treat with their employes Saturday, The 
managers met in conference and decided 
to make no concessions to tlieir men,

Sir Liang Chen Tung, formerly secre- 
tary to Minister Chang Yen Huang, who

Eacaped Convict. In Wne1itn£tdn' H«* 
Y-Jven Frontier Dny*. , ■ "^V 

A realistic rWl val of the -ways of the 
"Wild and woolly W^^^t !" tlie plcturesquo 
days of frontier warfare and of the reign 
pf the bandit: and bad maii has been giv- 
en in the State of Wasblngton by Harry 
Tracy, an escaped convict from Oregon, 
who has left beiilnd blm a trail of blood 
and terror. - During bis flight tbc des- 
perado -killed eight men and shot' sev- 
eral others; nud despite the hundreds .of 
purffuera who have camped on hisitraii 
he for a month succeeded in eluding cap- 
ture. No bad man of the frontier towns 
has over developed greater .pluck end 
endurance than this lleeing convict who 
terrorized and murdered as be ii\'ent. 

Tracy's career of crime began Iii 18W7 
in Colorado. He liecame Involved In a 
robbery In that State and in nttemptlug 
to evade' arrest shot and killed Deputy 
'SberlirYalentinc Hay. ' .-'^ , • 

He WJis arrested In Portland, Ore-,- in 
the an me year for burglary. His capture 
was clfected under sensational, clrcuhi- 
stances. Shortly after his arrest Tracy' 
was senteneed to the Oregon peniten- 
tiary at Salem. Here he shot -his jailer, 
uulng a weapon with which be had been 
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mysteriously. supplied. Early in the hiorii- - 
log of June b last he and David Merrill, 
another convict, escaped f rum the peal- . 
tentlary nfter killing three guards and 
fatnlly wounding another convict, who 
died tbe next day. Posses were organ- 
ised to pursue the escaped felons, but 
they got out of tlie city. The next morn- 
ing, iiowevcr, tliey returned to Salem 
and robbed .7, W^ Roberts and another 
insM of elotbing. Then they iled agahi. 
Tbolr trull was marked by reports of 
stolen horses and farmers -whom tboy 
held up. 

The Governor of Oregon ordered out 
the mllltla and bunds of deputy sherllls 
and posses were scut out lu nil direc- 
tions. Tracy and Merrill saw one, ol 
these bands, lay In nmbush for the dep- 
uties, fired at them and escaped. Later 
tboy brolte through a cordon of 250 mi- 
litia, who had surrounded them In dense 
woods. Tliey kept on steal lug 'horses to 
ride, pressing forward until tho hcasts 
were worn out. Finally -the fugitives 
reached tbe Columbia rlvdr. Over tlils- 
they escaped by forcing G, Sutherland 
nt tbe muzzles of their revolvers to ferry 
them nctoffs. They landed near Van- ' 
couver barracks. 

On June 17 tbe men shot nnd ivoundcd 
Deputy Sheriff Bert Brescbcr in a light . 
nt Salmon creek, stole more horses and 
rode away. They robbed a house near 
Lacetner nnd another near Kelso, Wash, 

.Tuly 1 Tracy was scon at Tonnino, 
thirty miles from Tacomn. He was then 
ridiiig olone. Tbe next duy he arrlvod.at 
South Bay nnd held up six men. Later 
he forced Cupt, Clark and his crew of 
four men to convey 1dm In n gaaollno 
launch over Pugot Sound' to Meadow 
Point, north of. Seattle. Tbe captnin 
says that Tracy bad told him while ou 
his boat that be had killed Merrill. 

On July 3 a party of pursuing olliccrS 
under the leadership of Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Baymond of Snohomish Couuty, 
and Deputy Sheriff John Williams of 
King County,- located the desperado nt 
Bothell, twenty miles north of 'Seattle 
and on the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. Tracy had taken a command- 
ing position In n dump of firs 'SJid had 
probabiy seen tlic posse before he himself 
had been obacrved, Thcro was no parlty- 
Ing on cither side. The poss-e, strong In 
numbers nnd perhaps somewhat encour- 
aged by a reward, aggregating ?G,000,' for 
Trncy'B capture, prepared to surround tbe 
outlaw's hiding place. Tracy, lighting 
for freedom and life, was determined not 
to bo taken and "with bis trusty ritlo open- 
od fire on his pursuers, He fired live 
shots in all and these vvere sutUclent to 
Insure, for tho time, his escape. At one 
ot the fllschargoa Raymond was shot and 
fell to the ground dead. Another bullet 
struck tho rifle barrel ofWIIliama, uplin- ■ 
terlng It and burying itself in the dep- 
ut.v's chest. Williams fell to the ground 
badly wounded. Before the other mem- 
bera of the posse could recover their "vvits 
tho outlaw escaped . 

The evening of the- same day Baw 
Tracy at the .homo of a Mrs. "N'on Horn 
In "NVoodlawn Park, a'Buburb of Scottle. 
The outlaw's presence -was secretly made 
known by Mrs. "Van Horn to a butcher's 
boy, who spread tho. alarm, To surround 
the house was a matter of only a l>ri<^f 
time, nnd then the ofllcera felt sure that 
their quarry could not escape thorn, Tracy- _ 
opened fire on the ofhcers, instantly liill- " 
Ing Policeman D, E, BrccKc and' fatally 
wounding Nell Bawlcy, another of his 
would-bo captors. He then coerced two 
men lo act aft shields and. under their pro-'" 
tectlon be made his way out of the range ' 
of Arc and disappeared lu the \yoods nud 
the darkness. ! - ' " ":, 

The tragedies thoroughly aroused the 
authorities and Gov. McBride ordered out 
two troopa of the State mllltla to co«op- 
erato •with the civil po\\:er In running 
down tho desperado, Scores of men were 
sworn in as deputies aud a ,systematlc 
search for Tracy began.

was honorably 'dlacharged.v' His en- 
lUtraent, ' which- took place three 
years after: Byron's' death In Greece, 
was a boyish freak, prompted, pec^ 
^hapa, by reading boolta of mllUary ad- 
venture. .Foe served under the name 
ot E. A. Perry, bis right namelcomlng^ 
Into ■ the record only In, connection' 
wlth'^hla offer of a aubatituto. The 
enllBtraent was at Fort ludependenco, 
Boston harbor, May 26, 1827. 

Poe Is described by Lieut. Orlawold. 
who enlisted him, as 22 years old, 6 
feat 'B~lncheB In height, gray eyea, 
brown hair and fair complexion. He 
•was assigned to 'Battery H, First ar- 
tillery, which was soon afterward 
transferred to Fortress Monroe, Va.- 
Nearly two years after entering' the 
army Poe waa advanced to the non- 
commissioned ataft, having, while at 
Fortress Monroe, shown ability that 
attracted attention. On April 14. 1829, 
he offered a substitute, and was hon- 
orably : discharged, having at that 
time the rank of sergeaat-major. 

On July 1, 1830, ha was admitted 
to the Military academy at West 
Point, and on March 5„of the follow- 
ing year was dismissed by order of 
•ourt-martial, he having grown tired 
ot military life and purposely violat- 
ed rules and regulations which- he 
knew would cause his dismissal.
